GRAPHIC STORY 
OF FIRE. 

“The only thing that kept me from 
jumping through the plate glass win- 
doy was the fire itself, which beat me 
to it. The flames seemed to lick right 
on through the big window, and just 
swept me along with them. The next 
moment I found myself in the street, 


and fire was all around me in the 
street. The explosions had caused the 
flames to leap entirely across the 
street and catch fire to an automobile 
top on the far side of the street and 
to some window awnings on the second 
floor of the building just opposite our 
building. 

“I looked upstairs to the second floor, 
and realized that the girls up there 
were trapped and would not be able to 
escape. Suddenly I saw one of the 
boys, I think it was Gordon Adams, 
jump out of the window. and a few 
minutes later some girl jumped out of! 
a front window on the other eide of 
the building. 

“The explosions had caused the 
flames to burst right through the ceil- 
ing of the first floor, and the second 
floor was a mass of flames almost a 
minute after the fire first started on 
the first floor. 

The most miraculous escape of all 
was recorded on the second floor by 
the four young men who clamored 
through a hole they had bursted in the 
skylight, and by young Ed Joiner, who 
cut his way out through a roof door 
through the ceiling of the supply room. 

F. L. Evans, of 32 Garnett street, who 
works in the cashier’s office on the 
second floor, told the story of their 
escape there as follows: 

“We hardly knew what had happen- 
ed before the flames burst through the 
flooring from downstairs, and we were 
not able to do anything for ourselves 
by getting down the stairways to the 
street, for here the flames were lick- 
ing up towards our room. 

“Gordon Adams and Elliott Matthews 
went out of the windows, some way or 
other. I don’t know how they man- 
aged it, but I think they jumped. 

“There were then four girls left up- 
stairs, and five of us boys. |

ORIGIN

The Atlanta branch of the Mutual 
was, perhaps, the largest film distribu-' 
tion agency in the city.

pounds of cloth and paper “posters.”

STORY OF 
ESCAPE. 


The story of his escape from the sec- 
ond story, in which he sustained a 
broken leg and severe burns, was re- 
lated by E. H. Matthews, to a reporter 
for The Constitution in the ward at 
Grady hospital, to which the injured 
bookkeeper had been carried.

ordinance requiring fire escapes Upon 


two-storied buildings, or if there had 


' heen a more thorough fire-enforcement 


system in the city. Now fire escapes 
are only required on three-story build- 


, ings. 


“Both of the girls who died and the 
third, who is not expected to live, 
would have been able to save them- 
selves had there been fire escapes upon 
the building. But the owners or oc- 
cupants are not to blame. There was 
no law requiring them to take such 
measures. 


SHOULD BE 
LESSON. 


“This horror should be a lesson to 
every building owner and tenant in 
the city. There is not a place in At- 
lanta that employs women and girls 
that should not take steps at once to 
insure safety in event of emergencies 


‘like this. 


“Plenty of windows, wide and easily 
accessible; ample exits and plenty of 
space leading to all exits should be 
provided in all buildings. Film ex- 
changes, in particular, should be made 
to conform with strict regulations. 

“Exchanges should not be allowed 
to store films in the second or higher 
stories of any building, and extreme 
precautionary regulations should be 
enforced in all such places of busi- 
ness.” 

The chief stated that he would sug- 
gest and strongly advocate the intro- 
duction of ordinances bearing upon 
this question. He said that no blame 
could be placed for the Mutual fire: 
that it was an unavoidable disaster, 
in so far as the fire's origin was ¢on- 
cerned, and that the city government 
did not require safety devices in this 
instance that would have saved the 
lives of the two Mutual girls. 

It was shortly before midnight when 
the chief’s big red car, driven by 
Johnny Abbott, one of the heroes of 
the day, and the fireman who dragged 
Miss Davis, who is in a critical condi- 
tion at Grady, from the burning struc- 
ture, rolled up at the curb in front of 
the charred and crumbling skeleton 
of what had once been one of the city’s 
biggest film exchanges. 

Armed with high-poweréd firemen’s 
flashlights, the chief, Abbott and The 
Constitution man made a tour of the 
ruined building, going first upstairs, 
where they inspected the small supply 
room in which the two girls met their 
deaths. 

The gaping hole in the roof, made 
when the two men who tried to save 
the girl victims smashed the skylight, 
was revealed in the glare of the flash- 
lights. The two windows, fronting an 
alley, and opening fully fifty feet from 
the ground, admitted a stream of placid 
moonlight.

Reports From Petrograd In- 

dicate Czar’s Forces Are 
Attacking Vigorously All 
Along the Front.

Germans Are Driven From 
Summit of Hartmanns- 


Weilerkopf by Counter At- 
tack—German Fort Taken. 


London, October 16.—Unofficial re- 
ports from Petrograd say the Germans 
appear to be on the defensive along 
the entire line, except that section near 
Dvinsk, which, it was said, they have 
been ordered to capture at any cost. 

Berlin, however, reports Russtan at- 
tacks not only before Dvinsk, but at a 
humber of other places, and adds that 
been repulsed.

FRENCH REGAIN 
MOUNTAIN CREST. 


In the western theater of war a vig- 
orous French counter attack in the 
Vosges enabled them to recapture all 
their positions on the summit of Hart- 
manns-Weilerkopf, according to the lat- 
est official statement from Paris. The 
French also claim to have taken a 
small fort previously occupied by the 
Germans. 

An official statement from Berlin 
claims that a German attack, made 
with the object of improving the Teu- 
tonic positions on Hartmanns-Weiler- 
kopf, was entirely the op- 
posing froces suffering severe. losses. 

The Germans record the repulse of 
an attack northeast of Vermelles 
where the British hold the line, and 
the blocking of French assaults at vari- 
ous points in the Champagne district, 
notably east of Ahberive, where the 
French are declared to have left more 
than 600 prisoners and three machine 
guns in German hands. 

Paris reports the repulse of German 
attacks north of Reillon, in Lorraine, 
and between the Linge and the Schratz- 
mannelle, in the Vosges. 


GERMANS DRIVEN 
BY THE RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, October 16.—(Via Lon- 
don.)-—-The Russian official statement 
tonight Says: 

“On the western front in the district 
of Kalutzen, south of Shlok, there has 
been an artillery duel. West of Grun- 
dyald, east of Mitau, the Germans, aft- 
er a nocturnal cannonade, crossed the 
liver Ekau Thursday night, but a 
counter attack drove them back across 
the river. A somewhat violent artil- 
lery action was fought in the region 
west of the farm of Mishof, on the rail- 
way southeast of Riga. German at- 
tempts to cross to the left bank of the 
Missa, southwest of Mishof, were re- 
pulsed by our artillery and rifle fire. 
An enemys aeroplane again threw 
bombs on the railway station at Romer- 
shof, north of Friedrichstadt. 

“The Germans in the Dvinsk region 
delivered several attacks along the 
Illoukst road and south of Lake Medim. 
All the attacks were repulsed. In a 
desperaté fight yesterday between 
Lakes Demen and Dreswiaty, our 
troops captured the farm of Gateri and 
took prisoners and machine guns. 
Good reports have been received re- 
garding the enemy’s very heavy losses 
in the recent fighting on the Dvinsk 
front and in the region of Lakes Dem- 
men, Dreswiaty and Boghne. 

“South of the Dvinsk region and as 
far as Pripet the position remains sta- 
tionary. 

“A Zeppelin on Thursday night threw 
15 bombs on Minsk. Our artillery im- 
mediately drove the Zeppelin off.

side. It was a warm and perfect au- 
tumn day, sun shining and playing 
in @ nimbus in the sky which gave the 
aeroplanes cover and into the churned, 
man-made nimbus rising from the 
earth. Rolling clouds of gas, rising 
up. from the British trenches like 
steam from the locomotive of a pass- 
ing train above the edge of a cut as 
it was released from the apparatus in 
the trenches, was distinguishable from 
the explosion of every variety of shells. 
The reddish, black British lyddite and 
the coal black German nine-inch ex- 
plosives shot up through the lighter 
smoke in dense spurts, tinged at the 
bottom with dust from the trenches, 
while the explcsion of a mine made a 
vast, mushroom-shaped column. 

Smoke bombs, used as a screen, add- 
ing to the effect of the light-colored 
burst from the shrapnel, shot low to 
destroy the barbed wire and high to 
search the trenches. 

Large caliber shrapnel bursting in 
the air made big vaporous puffs, and 
high explosives bursting in the air 
caused big black puffs. There also 
were asphyxiating gas shells, signal 
shells to assist the gunners, and shells 
which dropped streaming points of fire 
like those from a skyrocket. The sun, 
shining through the clouds above and 
below, made a mass of changing col- 
ors that was an eye-tiring spectacle, 
Now, toward Hulluch it was pink, and 
toward Auchy-Les-La Bassee dark 
green, while toward the Hohenzollern 
redoubt and Foss 8, the German para- 
pet became visible for an instant, only 
to be hidden again. 

Avenues of trees along the roads, 
some of them cut down by shell fire, 
stood stripped, like telephone poles, 
of their linibs and foliage, and there 
were to be seen the jagged ruins of 
villages, spectral in the variegated 
mist of destruction whence came a 
continuous ugly roar, which submerged 


the sound of machine gun and rifle 
firing during the half hour from 1 to 


1:30 before the British infantry sprang 
from their trenches. Meanwhile, in 
the rear, the miners of this mining 
country proceeded with their work, 
farmers were plowing; women going 
and coming in the villages or stand- 
ing in doorways; the soldier support 
Straining their eyes toward the bat- 
tlefield or playing football, ready to 
find cover in the» dugouts or cellars 
instantly should their neighborhood be 
shelled. 
Lifting Wallis of Fire. 


The only way the progress of the at- 
tack could be told to an observer look- 
ing over the whole battlefield was by 
the lifting walls of fire of the British 
guns from the front to the reserve 
German trenches, while the Germans 
moved theirs back, presumably to pun- 
ish the British reserves coming to 
Support their advance. 

A flash of flame, and it was seen 
that Foss 8 was on fire.

Judge M. M. Allison, of Chattanooga, 
president of the Dixie Highway asso- 
clation, who has come through from 
Chicago, told the people what great 
things the Dixie highway means, and 
of how the people in the middle west 
are just as enthusiastic over and in- 
terested in the Dixie highway as the 
Georgia Crackers.

Then the tour was off again, at a 
good pace, and over fairly good roads 
to Summerville. A hard schedule to 
Rome necessitated but a five-minute 
stop in Summerville. Just out of Sum- 
mervillie on the side of Taylor’s ridge, 
the tourists encountered the only piece 
of really very bad road of the day’s 
run. This was up the mountainside, 
and was deep with slick mud. This, 
however, must be said for that stretch 
of road. There was a gang of labor- 
ers at work on the road up the moun- 
tainside, widening it. It is probable 
that this crew would have had this 
road widened and in fine shape but 
for the recent rains, which not only 
delayed them, but also made the road 
— than it would otherwise have 
een. 

It is to be recognized, too, however, 
that in order to get a highway one 
has to build it and maintain it. The 
residents at Taylor’s ridge two weeks 
from now are going to have a road 
over that mountain that is a real road. 

And talking about roads, there were 
several stretches of highway which 
were pretty fine for say two hundred 
yards, and then came two-foot 
stretches of gullies. This is bad busi- 
ness, not only from an economical 
standpoint, for these gullies soon wear 
wider and deeper and ruin the road, 
but in addition to that these gullies 
made it impossible for a tour to make 
any speed. 

This is not a grouch, though, for, 
taken as a whole, the road from Chat- 
tanooga to Atlanta is in good shape, 
and deserving of the name of the Dixie 
highway. 

From Floyd county into Atlanta the 
road is like a floor. There is no limit 
to the time that can be made but 
your nerve. 

Several cars came all the way 
through from Chattanooga to Rome 
and at the Floyd county line 100 ears 
met the tour. At the entrance to the 
Berry school grounds the tour was met 
by the Berry school brass band, bray- 
ing Dixie.

O. M. Warner, motorman on the 
wrecked car, believed at first to have 
been killed, was thrown through a 
front window of the car into the water, 
but waded out and ran to summon 
aid. 

“T eouldn’t see anything the matter 
with the track ahead of me,” said 
Warner tonight. “IT suppose that, 
though the dirt had been washed from 
under the track at the end of the 
bridge, there was enough clinging to 
the ties to deceive the eye.” 

Survivors tonight told of how A. F. 
Rhine, although dangerously injured, 
heid Mrs, Stella Tatman, of Manhattan, 
out of the water for half an hour. F'%- 
nally with help close at hand, he. fell 
back exhausted and was himself res- 
cued in the nick of time. 

Mrs. Tatman is not expected to live.

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GUES INTO UNKNOWN 


British Minister to Mexico Un- 
til Forced to Leave by — 
Gen. Carranza. 


London, October 16.—Sir Lionel Car- 
den, British minister to Mexico from 
1913 until August, 1914, when he was 
forced to leave Mexico City by General 
Carranza after the overthrow of Presi- 
dent Huerta, died in London today. 


Sir Lionel Edward Gresley Carden 
was born in the County Tipperary, Ire- 
land, in 1351. He was best known in 
this country as minister to Mexico, 
where he came into prominence, fol- 
lowing the assumption of power by 
General Huerta. 

Sir Lionel first became a figure in 
the relations between the United States 
and Mexico, when, upon his arrival in 
Mexico City just after Huerta had im- 
prisoned a number of deputies and had 
declared a practical dictatorship, he 
presented his credentials. His action 
was construed in some quarters as a 
Virtual recognition of Huerta and the 
latter’s acts. The minister contended, 
however, that Huerta previous to that 
had been recognized provisionally by 
the British foreign office. 

In October, 1913, a formal inquiry 
was made by Ambassador Page, in Lon- 
don, as to the attitude of the British 
minister regarding the Mexico situ- 
ation. Sir Lionel figured largely in 
the press of the United States through 
his reported criticism of the American 
government’s Mexican policy. In Feb- 
ruary, 1914, he was called to London 
for a conference. There was much 
speculation at the time as to the 
meaning of this summons and later 
some surprise was occasioned here by 
the official announcement that Sir 
Lionel would return to Mexico City. 

In April, Sir Lionel was appointed 
minister to Brazil. Shortly afterwards, 
however, he proceeded to Mexico City, 
where, it was stated, he was to take 
charge of British affairs until July 1 
of that year, when he would proceet to 
Rio de Janeiro.

The an- 
nouncement stated merely that Fierro 
was drowned while fording a lake near 
Villa Ahumada. 

A denial that General Villa had been 
court-martialed by his generals came 
from Casas Grandes in a message 
signed by Colonel Silva, Villa’s military 


secretary. 
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General Fierro was one of the most 
picturesque leaders produced by the 
Mexican revolution. Formerly he was 
a railroad brakeman. Later he turned 
bandit and robbed an express train at 
Lampasas, Mexico, between Laredo and 
Monterey. He eluded his pursuers and 
escaped to the hills. 

When the revolutions broke out 
Fierro jotned Villa and won the es- 
teem of his commander at the battle 
of Torreon and Zacatecas. In the face 
of a deadly fire he uncoupled a troop 
train, preventing the arrival of Huer- 
ta reinforcements. Subsequently he 
became known as Villa’s “right hand 
man.” 

It is Fierro who is sald to have 
taken William Benton, an Englishman, 
in charge when the latter attempted 
to call Villa to account for the confis- 
cation of Benton’s property. The death 
of Benton was attributed to Fierro. 
He was with Villa on his recent visit 
to the ranch of General Tomas Urbina, 
during which Urbina was killed. 

One of Fierro’s exploits, as reported 
from the battlefield, was the shooting 
of more than 300 prisoners taken in 
battle. He is reported to have killed 
the men as they stood in a row and as 
rapidly as his side could feed his gun. 

Fierro was a large man physically, 
alert, cunning and apparently insen- 
sible of fear. 

VILLA GENERALS 


ARE DESERTING., 

El Paso, Texas, October 16.—An offi- 
cial report from the mobilization camp 
of General Villa at Casas Grandes re- 
ceived today tells of the desertion of 
three generals and three hundred men 
and the fate meted out to them. 

“General Donato Lopez Pallan, chief 
of the Chao brigade,” says the report, 
“General Uriel Lopez and Colonel Angel 
Ocoen deserted eight days ago, taking 
more than 300 men, who killed small 
ps of loyal troops they encounter-

ers, returned to us voluntarily. 

General Villa ordered the forces of 
Manuel Ochoa and Fernando Castro to 
the band. Three days ago 
Ochon surprised the deserters on the 
Moctezuma ranch, in the heart of the 
mountains, and many were made pris- 
oners. 

“In the ekirmish thirty-five desert- 
ers were killed. We had no casualties. 
All the suppHes taken by the deserters 
were captured. General Pallan escaped 
on foot with about twenty men, going 
toward Balleza Among his effects was 
found a large amount of silver cur- 
rency, the bribe he accepted to cause 
the desertion. This money we learned 
had been sent to him on three mules, 

“When the deserters had been cap- 
tured they had been reduced to eating 
mule meat. 

‘“Most of the officers taken were of- 
ficers and men of the Chao brigade. 
The prisoners are arriving today in 
the camp. Three thousand women and 
children camp followers of the west- 
ward migrating Villa army arrived at 
Juarez today, being sent back from 
Casas Grandes.’’ 

It was later reported here that sev- 
eral hundred crossed the border to 
El Paso in search of food.

Rome, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)—

session of the North Georgia conference 
which is to be held within 

days in the First Meth-

that this conference will witness a 
much larger number of changes among 
the preachers’ appointments than usual, 
the brilliant program arranged for the 
mecting, and the additional fact that 
probably two or more bishops will be

It is expected that more preachers 
will be changed at this conference than 
common, on account of the fact that 
nineteen of them have served their 
present charges the four years allowed 
to any pastor in the Southern Meth- 
odist church.

trial hub,’ whose proud boast is that 
her population and industries are mak- 
ing rapid strides, is delighted to en- 
tertain the conference. Known for her 
hospitality and thrift, the city will be 
glad for visiting churchmen from all 
over Georgia to be with them again and 
behold the splendid growth made dur- 
ing the past fourteen years since the 
conference last met here. 

North Georgia can boast of no better 
small city than Rome with her nearly 
20,000 inhabitants. A manufacturing 
town of importance, in the heart of a 
rich farming, truit-growing and stock- 
raising section, it is a plasce of many 
attractions and opportunities. And, 
from year to year, this fact is being 
more and more realized, as each twelve- 
month witnesses the erection of some 
new plant, or the investment of large 
sums of money. Rome is one of the 
most moral towns of the state, with 
many churches of all denominations; 
has an efficient school system, many 
rural mail delivery 
out in all directions, a splendid govern- 
ment building, excellent street railway 
facilities and modern improvements go- 
ing on all the time. 


First Church’s Distinguished Pastor. 

The official host to the conference is 
the Rev. S. E. Wasson, who was born 
in Paris, Tenn., in 1872, and whose 
father and grandfather were elders of 
the Cumberland Presbyterian church. 
Mr. Wasson was graduated from Cum- 
berland university and was at first a 
Presbyterian minister. In 1893 he unit- 
ed with the Southern Methodist church, 
joining the Indian River conference. 
Since that time he has served impor- 
tant charges in Oklahoma, Tennessee, 
Alabama and Georgia. Since coming 
to Georgia he has served the Druid 
Hills church, Atlanta; the Barnesville 
station, and now the Romé First church 
for two years. During his various pas- 
torates Mr. Wasson has devoted much 
attention to building churches and par- 
sonages. He built a $25,000 church at 
Florence, Alabama; a $55,000 church at 
Clarendon, Texas, and a $20,000 church 
at Druid Hills, Atlanta. Since coming 
to Rome he has reduced the church 
debt from $4,000 to about $1,500, and 
has removed a debt of nine years’ 
standing on the parsonage, and greatly 
improved the interior of the building. 
In the meantime he has also purchased 
and paid for a $3,500 pipe organ. 

During his ministry here the church 
membership has increased at least a 
hundred members, and a Sunday school, 
recognized as one of the best in north 
Georgia, has been built up. The benev- 
olent assessments on tHe Rome First 
church this year, and which will all 
be paid, 100 cents on the dollar, are as 
follows: For foreign migsions, $279; 
for home missions, $340; for church ex- 
tension, $154; for Christian education, 
$205; for wornout preachers, $247; for 
bishops, $48. The grand total of all 
moneys to be raised by this church 
this year will be about $6,000. 

In arranging for the coming confer- 
ence, Mr. Wasson has a large commit- 
tee of leading laymen assistin him, 
as follows: Cary J. King, H. R. Mc- 
Clatchey, Bernard Hale, Simpson Penny, 
J. Frank McGhee, E, W. Best, E. zs 
Heard, H. E. Kelley, A. S. Harvey, C. 
L. Wilkerson and E. P. Harvey. 

Associated with Mr. Wasson in enter- 
taining the conference is Rev. J. H. 
Eakes, D. D., presiding elder of the 
Rome district. Dr. Eakes is one of 
the leading men in the conference and 
has taken part in numerous move- 
ments for the advancement of the 
church’s interest. He joined the con- 
ference during the session held at Trin- 
ity church, in Atlanta, in 1884. Be- 
sides serving as pastor of several im- 
portant stations, he has been presid- 
ine elder over the following districts: 
Rome district two times, Atlanta, Au- 
gusta and Griffin. 


Great Year for Rome District. 

Dr. Eakes states that this year has 
been a very prosperous one in his dis- 
trict, some 500 additions to the church 
membership having been = recorded. 
Many of the Rome district churches 
have enjoyed fine revival meetings dur- 
ing the year, especially those at Ce- 
dartown, Carrollton, Bremen, Buchan- 
an, Dallas and Aragon. 

An historical note in connection with 
Bishop Denny will be of interest here. 
Bishop Denny, one of the youngest of 
the college of bishops, is considered a 
very. strong man, and wherever he has 
Ss over conferences is much ,be- 
oved by both laymen and ministers. 
This is the third time successively that 
he will have presided over this confer- 
ence body. Bishop Denny is the son 
of William R. and Margaret Collins 
Denny, and was born May 28, 1854, at 
Winchester, Va. He received his pre- 
paratory education at the Shenandoah 
Valley academy, and afterwards at 
Princeton and Virginia universities. 
He received the academic degrees of 
B. A., M. A., B. L., and has also been 
honored wtih the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity. He spent two and one-half 
years in the practice of law. In July, 
1881, he was married to Miss Lucy 
Chase Chapman. Converted at twelve 
years of age, he was received on trial 
into the Baltimore conference. For 
Several years he served charges in 
Virginia, and was junior preacher to 
presiding elders, till he was appointed 
by the college of bishops to accompany 
Bishop A. W. Wilson on his tour to the 
mission fields of China, Japan, India, 
Ceylon and other foreign countries in 
which the southern Methodist church 
operates. Important stations were in 
his charge in the Virginia conference 
until his appointment in 1891 as pro- 
fessor of moral and mental philosophy 
ateVanderbilt university, which posi- 
tion he held until his elevation to the 
episcopate. Four times he was a mem- 
ber of general conferences, and one 
time was sent as a delegate to the 
ecumenical conference held in London 
in 19901.

Other figures 
from the same source show great in- 
creases in wages paid in 1914 as com- 
pared with 1905, in operating costs and 
other expenses, and while income in- 
creased also in the ten years, railroads 
did not have as large proportionate 
gross or not jn 1914 over 1905 as there 
were increases in these items to be 
deducted. The moral which Wall street 
points is that railroad securities have 
suffered from these conditions and 
from various hostile legislation to such 
an extent that one-third of the total 
railroad mileage of the country is now 
operated by receivers and a large addi- 
tional amount would be if it were not 
for the record-breaking grain crops and 
the sudden revival of industries in 
some sections due to war. orders.

Metals in Great Demand. 

The copper market has been steady 
at around 18 1-4 cents per pound for 
the metal as a result of good demand 
for both home and export use.

New York, October 16.—(Special.)—The 
spinners of the United States and Canada 
combined have only taken 847,768 bales since 
August 1, That these same spinners have 
actually consumed over one-fourth million 
bales is easy to see. The census figures 
of the United States alone for August and 
September shows 962,705 bales consumed If 
the spinner does not buy when cotton is 
moving for more than his immediate wants 
he must either believe in lower prices or 
have no orders... The latter cannot be true 
therefore his tardiness is due to a market 
opinion, 

The farmer has ginned something close 
to six million bales, has kept one million 
of it at home, his friend. the merchant, has 
another million and probably one and ‘one- 
half million bales are in transit, but not in 
Sight. The balance has come into sight and 
the largest part of it has gone into gpin- 
ners’ hands abroad and at home, only 
500,000 bales being added to the visible 
supply. Under these conditions the farmer 
looks to be on easy street and the spinner 
in an uncomfortable position.

With 
rains which interfered with 
and hauling and which threatened to 
become more general, the scareity. of 
cor,tract grades seemed likely to as- 
sume an acute form, Chicagu stocks 
being exceedingly small, and export 
demand at the seaboard being stimu- 
lated by the military situation in ti 
falkans., Active buying for millers 
tended also to strengthen the market.

New York, October 16.—Trading in 


stocks today was moderate and alto-, 


gether professional, with a further di- 
munition of public interest. Prices at 
the outset were so irregular as to sug- 
gest further liquidation, but theirs de- 
clines were largely effaced in the later 
dealings, when another rise in such 
specialties at Baldwin Locomotive, Gen- 
eral Motors and Willys-Overland caused 
the short interest to cover. Incidentally, 
Bethlehem Steel ascended seven points 
to the new high price of 484. 

There was further selling for Euro- 
pean account, mainly of the railroads, 
but this made only slight impression 
upon quoted values. United States Steel 
also was offered for account of foreign 
interests, selling.off a substantial frac- 
tion to 82%, but recovering at the end. 
Consolidated Gas lost over 3 points of 
recent rise on denial of any con- 
templated “extra” dividend payments. 

Gossip busied itself with conjecture 
concerning the tenor of Washington's 
note to Great Britain, but in no quar- 
ter was there any fear of serious com- 
plications. The Mexican situation also 
was canvassed, but the course of shares 
of companies with interests in that 
country suggested no futfrther uneasi- 
ness. Trade reports were of the same 
hopeful nature, one leading authority 
declaring that “the tide of business is 
rising at an accelerated pace.’

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They were probably

fession of what we recognize as a 
sense of decency peculiar to the 
human ‘species. And instead of in- 
dicating vanity they were a proof 
of the lack of vanity. 

This idea of covering himself 
was entirely original with man. 
No other animal has it, because no 
other one has that kind of self- 
consciousness. Clothing was his 
first invention. Therefore, he was 
obliged to make it serve many 
purposes. They were his polite- 
ness and his protection. They 
were also his language. He was 
woefully short in eloquence. 

Doubtless his speech consisted 
in nothing more than a scale of 
grunts and a few badly pronounced 
improper names. This was no vo- 
cabulary for a man in a new and 
strenuous business, nor even to 
use in love-making. 
must have clothes which proclaim- 
ed his emotions, his convictions. 
The same was true of the woman. 

Doubtless the first departure 
from the original idea of conceal- 
ment, that is to say, the first fash- 
ion in clothes, was accomplished 
when the First Lady alive ap- 
peared with a rose in her hair and 
a morning-glory ruffle around her 
neck, just to please the First Man 
alive and to encourage him to dig 
harder and sweat more for her and 
the children. 

From that day to this we have 
had the spoken word and the pos- 
ter language of clothes, which is 
far more idiomatic and versatile 
than any other manner of expres- 
sion. 

LANGUAGE FAILS 
TO DESCRIBE CLOTHES. 

Current literature is éemasculat- 
ed and sadly defective as com- 
pared with current fashions in 
clothes when it comes to interpret- 
ing the mind, character and qual- 
ity of the people. The former re- 
gards the facts and fiction of facts. 
The latter is dramatic, elastic, in- 
dividual, literally illustrative of 
the facts and fiction we accom: 
plish in living. It has been used 
in all ages and long before we had 
any other language to denote 
those elements upon which all his- 
tory and every form of literature 
is founded—-courage, faith, love, 
sorrow, wealth and poverty. 

The first warrior probably 
dressed in red- paint. He still 
wears a uniform which is not less 
spectacular and distinctive. The 
priest’s robe, the monk’s cowl, 
the nun’s veil are only a few 


The man, 


the lyric of wreaths and turbans 
and hats, the rhythm of sandals 
and slippers and even the split 
infinitive prose of trousers. If 
there was no such thing as love, 
or religion, or war, or wealth, 
there would be no fashions in 
clothes. But since we have 
evolved all these characteristics 
there is nothing so concealing and 
revealing as fashions. 

They literally are the ragged, 
dingy eloquence of the poor. They 
proclaim the extravagance and 
decadence of the rich. They de- 
fine the gentility of the gentle, 
the sorrow of the bereaved, the 
strength and beauty of youth, the 
faded blood and dying years of 
old age. They are the lies which 
clothe and conceal the stupid and 
the vicious, whom we should recog- 
nize at a glance without them. 
They are the plain truth worn by 
honest men, and often the sweet 
frayed prayers worn by good 
women. 


CLOTHES SPEAK 
LOUDER THAN WORDS. 

It is not through any form of 
spoken or written knowledge that 
the greatest mass of people 
receive impressions, but it is 
through the eye which observes

If a certain degeneration in mod- 
esty and morals takes place at the 
other end of the earth it results 
in certain indecent fashions, slit 
skirts and suggestive bodices.

New York are displaying models 
Similar to those in Godey’s Lady 
Book published sixty years ago. 
And a million women in this coun- 
try are wearing clothes fashioned 
exactly like those of their grand- 
mothers. But probably few of 
them realize that the great war 
now in progress is the inspiration 
of these styles. We have suffered 
a reversion to type. War is a 
horror from which we take refuge 
in imagination. The full skirts, 
tight waists and crimpings were 
the romantic interpretations of 
that period in clothes. We are 
doing the same thing again be- 
cause the same effect has been 
produced in certain fashion cen- 
ters upon the imagination. Amer- 
ican women wore hoop skirts this 
summer and plaiting around their 
little short basque tails because 
France is fighting Germany, and 
because French modistes had to 
think accordingly in clothes. 


STRICTLY AMERICAN 


FASHION MODELS FAILED.

No wonder that Nero grabbed a fiddle 
when he beheld his favorite metropolis 
going up in the smoke of history's 
greatest holocaust.

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Clarence C. Eaton, C. S. B., a meniber! 


of the’ board of lectureship . of the | 
Mother Church, the First Church of! 
Christ, Scientist, Boston, Mass., recent-i 
ly addressed a large audience in At- 
lanta on the subject of “Christian 
Science.”

higher law of mind. The individual 
knowledge of this, and its application, ; 
naturally effects the eradication of the; 
discordant conditions which may be 
held in thought or externalized on the 
body. 

“There is nothing mysterious or mir- 
aculous about the modus operandi of 
Christian Science healing, since an in- 
finite and irrevocable law provides for 
reconstruction, readjustment, restora-‘ 
tion, recovery, or redemption, in ac- 
cordance with the supreme wisdom and 
power of the Principle which estab-, 
lished the law. 

“The changes wrought in conscious- 
ness, and which result in the healing 
of the sick according to the

in no sense due to the use of 
hypnotism or suggestive therapeutics.

Once again the ever-recurrent re-

Time and again it has appeared in 
varying phases of the imagination— 
and in every instance, as now, without 
the slightest foundation in fact or fancy.

SHOULD AWAKEN GEORGIANS. 

The situation of Georgia with reference 
to the $500,000,000 credit extended to Eng- 
land and France by the financial interests 
of the United States should unquestionably 
awaken the farmers and, equally, the bank- 
ers and merchants of this state to the im- 
portance and, indeed, the necessity, of di- 
versified production. 

The Constitution recently called atten- 
tion to the fact that estimates of financial 
experts allot Georgia $23,000,000 of the 
loan, all of which is to be paid for cotton, 
while meat, meat products, wheat, corn 
and other grain and foods are to be sup 
plied wholly from other states. 

Referring to this condition which stamps 
Georgia as still a one-crop state, The Consti- 
tution has received the following communi- 
cation from W. H. White, Jr., pioneer in 
building the meat industry in Georgia, and 
one to whom this state is indebted for much 
of the encouragement it has recently had in 
the direction of live stock growing on a 
practical basis: 

Editor Constitution: Your editorial on 
“Georgia and the Loan,” of October 132, 
should awaken every Georgian to a full 
realization of the opportunities we 1lét 
go to waste through the millions we 
contribute to other sections of the coun- 
try for food products which should be 
raised at home. Live stock, grain and 
oultry as by-products. on a Georgia 
arm would be worth more than our 
present staple crop, and would, there- 


fore, more than double the net value of 


r present single crop. 
sacbee W. H. WHITER, JR. 


Mr. White states forcefully a fact which 
The Constitution has persistently sought to 
impress upon Georgia farmers at every op- 
portunity. Unfortunately, it has taken some 
rude, hard knocks to bring Georgia produc- 
ers to a full realization of the importance 
of the application of the principle of living 
_ at home, let alone the question of surplus 


— 


food crops to sell. Among these was the 
too well remembered cotton crisis of one 
year ago. Another, the full force of which 
they have not yet experienced, is the com- 
ing of the Mexican cotton boll weevil, and 
with which they will have to deal seriously 
next year. 

In the meantime, such Georgians as W. 
H. White, Jr.. W. C. Vereen, of Moultrie; 
Isaac Schoen, of Atlanta, and others, have 
offered the most practical form of encour- 
agement to Georgia farmers in the estab- 
lishment of plants which have created a 
home market at top prices for their surplus 
live stock. It igs the farmer’s own fault if 
he does not take advantage of it. 

It isn’t the lack of encouragement which 
has withheld the farmer from diversifica- 
tion and the growing of food crops; it is, 
more than anything else, the cotton habit. 
Habits are hard to break, but when the ad- 
vantage of the other policy is so clearly 
demonstrated as has been done now prac- 
tically in every county in the state, it is 
difficult to see how there could be any fur- 
ther hesitation. 

If every farmer in Georgia would raise 
a cow, a couple of pigs, some poultry and a 
little more grain, Georgia’s agricultural 
production could easily be doubled, as Mr. 
White points out, every year. 

Had we reached that stage now we 
would not only be ready to sell England 
and France $23,000,000. worth of cotton, but 
other products which would run the total 
up to somewhere near double that sum. 


ACT PROMPTLY—AND ADJOURN. 

Ten days or, at most, two weeks should 
suffice for the business cut out for the ex- 
traordinary session of the legislature which 
will convene, under Governor Harris’ call, 
on Wednesday, November 3. 

There will naturally be temptation to 
talk and protest, to filibuster and fight, par- 
ticularly so in connection with proposed 
prohibition legislation; but drastic action is 
inevitable and the sooner it is over the 
better it will be. 

The prohibition die is cast; the legisla- 
tive majority is as complete as it is de- 
termined. 

The dose may be a bitter one for op- 
ponents of the prohibition measures, but, 
since it is inevitable, they might as well 
prepare to take it without making too great 
a face over it. - 

The legislature owes it to the people to 
spare them the agitation of a long-drawn-out 
and bitter session; it owes it to the state to 
spare an already depleted treasury to the 
extent of every possible dollar. 

The Constitution thought it was a mis- 
take on the part of the governor to in- 
clude the prohibition measures in the extra 
session bill, because such a course involved 
the possibility and probability both of agi- 
tation and expense at a time when the state 
can ill afford either. 

But the governor took a different view; 
the program is made and the legislature's 
work is definitely cut out for it. 

Enactment of the general appropriations 
bill is merely a matter of form, necessary, 
it is true, but involving only the necessity 
of cutting the garment in accordance with 
the cloth. 

Other measures submitted for legislative 
consideration are not of such a nature as 
to require extended discussion or forensic 
conflict. There is foreshadowed a possible 
difference over the proposed warehouse 
bill: this can and should be easily settled. 
A fight over it may kill it altogether. 

Western and Atlantic legislation was 
thoroughly threshed out at the summer ses- 
sion; the creation of a commission to in- 
vestigate the future leasing of the property 
is all that is now required. As for the au- 
tomobile tax law and the protection of the 
shrimp industry, there is little possibility 
of disagreement on these subjects. 

The prohibition measures, therefore, con- 
stitute the only phase of extra session legis- 
lation likely to produce vigorous and pro- 
longed conflict. But, long or short, the end 
will be the same. 

Realizing this, opponents of these meas- 
ures will undoubtedly profit more in the 
good opinion of the state, if they will accept 
the inevitable and spare Georgia the agita- 
tion and expense for which there might be 
some excuse, if there were any possibility 
of accomplishment. 

Every bill to be considered under the 
program outlined by the governor should 
be drawn and introduced the first day of 
the session, and made ready for passage as 
soon as possible. Then the legislature 
should act—and adjourn. 

In this way the legislature can easily 
conclude its btisiness in a couple of weeks 
and win statewide approbation for its 
promptness and economy. 


HE SINGS FOR ALL. 
The Toledo Blade, in paying tribute to 
the genius of James Whitcomb Riley, says 
there are city folk in that region who can 


not appreciate him: . 


They were born in paved streets. To 
them, the parks satisfy all longings for 
open spaces, the restaurants and hotels 
every desire for green things. But they 
are the. unfortunate few. Taking the 
country and the small towns and vil- 
lages together, we have an overwhelm- 
ing population which knows the sweet- 
ness of the fields, the poetry of cow 
paths and the delight of swimming holes 
where swimming is learned and not pro- 
fanity—and this is the population which 
understands Riley and reads him as its 
own heart made vocal.

the waters, ‘have returned to him, “after | 
many days,” with the love and gratitude of | 


the people whose lives are brighter because 
they have heard them. 


GERMANY AS OUR FRIEND. 


We are on the verge of final settlement 
of our whole dispute with Germany, which 
became serious upon the sinking of the 
Lusitania, involving the death of more than 
a hundred American citizens. Whether it 
proceeds from politics, economic self-inter- 
est or is founded in sincerity, it is neverthe- 
less true that Germany has proven herself 
with the approximate closing of the negotia- 
tions much more our friend than we had 
reason to believe or anticipate in the be- 
ginning; and, certainly much more our 
friend than the country which, while enjoy- 
ing our sympathy, has unlawfully closed 
neutral ports to our commerce, seized our 
cargoes and placed the order of contraband 
against one of our foremost products. 

Interesting explanation, in part at least, 
of the German attitude toward the United 
States, is found in the following comment 
from The Cleveland Leader: 


Authentic reports from Germany say 
that rich and influential Berlin bankers 
and other leading business men have been 
doing everything in their power to pro- 
mote the peaceful settlement of all is- 
sues between the United States and the 
German empire. This might be consid- 
ered merely prudential, but they have 
gone farther. It has been their effort 
to further all that tends to good will and 
close relations between the two coun- 
tries. 

These far-sighted and able Germans 
are looking ahead. They are thinking of 
the long years to follow the end of the 
war. Their hope is that the great con- 
flict may not leave Germany in disfavor 
with the American people. They aim to 
keep the vast and rich American mar- 
ket open on the best possible terms to 
German products and German enterprise. 
They see that the weh&lth of the United 
States is fast increasing. It is wise and 
timely es which makes for the 
peace of the western world. 


When we first took up with Germany 
the sinking of the Lusitania and kindred acts 
growing out of her submarine campaign, it 
looked as if there was scarcely a possibil- 
ity of settlement upon a basis that would 
prove acceptable to us. Germany became, 
seemingly, hot and cold, friendly and then 
distant, almost overnight. We were ready 
for almost any eventuality. 

Then came at last more positive assur- 
ances of the determination of Germany to 
satisfy us completely; to cease further sub- 
marine warfare on passenger vessels, and 
to assure the safety of neutrals, particularly 
of American citizens traveling upon them. 
Not only that, but in the case of the Arabic, 
Germany has already admitted responsibility 
and agreed to make reparation. 

In view of the remarkable history of the 
development of these negotiations with 
Germany and their ultimate outcome, which 
is all that we could ask, the reported influ- 
ence of German bankers and merchants 
would appear to have been a factor of great 
weight. Certainly some strong influence has 
brought a determined and, at times, rather 
hotheaded government, 
situation in which the important future 
figures. 

The issue itself is now practically set- 
tled; there remains only the arrangement of 
a few diplomatic formalities. We welcome 
the outcome regardless of the motive, so 
long as it recognizes the principle for which 
we have contended. 

It is unfortunate that from similar mo- 
tive England has not, before now, recog- 
nized the importance of according us fair 
treatment in the matter of our overseas 
commerce.

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PROHIBITION LEGISLATION 
FROM TWO VIEWPOINTS 


State Senator John D. Walker 
Says Real Prohibitionists 
Were ‘‘Flim-Flammed”’ at 
Regular Session by the ‘* Make- 
Believes. ’’ 


(From State Senator John D. Walker.) 


Editor Constitution: I have always been 
a prohibitionist, and my constituency know 
this, and I will continue to support that 
cause whenever the opportunity is given me, 
but I, like many other sincere prohibition- 
ists, have grown weary of so much profes- 
sion and so little practical effort on the part 
of the talkers to accomplish in an intelli- 
gent way the end they say they desire, 
namely, a real prohibition law that can be 


enforced. 

I did not “score” the anti-saloon league 
people, for it is to be supposed that they did 
and are doing just what they are employed 
for, but I did call attention to those who 
now loudly’ proclaim their undying hatred 
of anything that even sounds like anti- 
prohibition,;and yet when they had _ the 
chance to enact into law prohibition legis- 
lation, failed to do anything but talk. MI 
refer to the recent session of the legislature. 
The people of Georgia should know that the 
blame for the extra session and the cost 
thereof does not rest with the real prohibi- 
tionists in the last legislature, but with and 
upon the “make-believes’” who used the pro- 
hibition cause as a pretext and excuse. 

In consequence of their “dilly-dallying” 
and evident lack of real sincerity, nothing 
tangible was secured at the regular session 
which cost the people of Georgia about 
$70,000 and also makes it necessary to have 
an extra session which will cost probably 
another $70,000, for I am afraid we will be 
in session the full fifty days, if no longer. 

Prohibition or the restricting of the sale 
of beer and liquor, and therefore the lessen- 
ing of crime and the conservation of morals, 
health and wealth, is a moral question and 
should never have to depend on the will and 
the wish of, the politician, but since it has 
developed that you cannot procure temper- 
ance practice without the aid of the state 
and the state is controlled by the politi- 
cians, the only thing left is to make prohibi- 
tion a political issue whenever it suits the 
politician to do so, and consequently much 

olitics have been injected into the question. 
have heard of one or more gentlemen who 
are “moved” to enthusiastic utterance on 
the prohibition question since the last guber- 
natorial election more because: of their in- 
terest in who is to become governor next 
time than a desire to advance the cause of 
prohibition per se. 


Analyze the Recent Session. 


However, we will assume that the great 
majority of the people of Georgia want pro- 
hibition, and that they will not stand for 
their representatives’ failure to support the 
cause, and with this in our mind, let us 
analyze the recent session of the legislature. 

In referring to the legislature, I have in 
mind only the house, for the senate absolved 
itself when it passed the three verv strong 
and drastic prohibition bills, though I still 
think the prohibition forces in the senate 
erred badly when they filibustered during 
the closing days and refused to pass the 
appropriation bill, thereby, in my opinion, 
making it necessary to have an extra session 
at a cost to the taxpayers of the state of 
around $70,000, for thad the senate completed 
its work and sent to the house, even on the 
last day, an appropriation bill, the house 
would not have dared adjourn without acting 
thereon, and thus the extra session would 
have been unnecessary. 

Because prohibition is a convenient tool of 
the politician, and very useful at times, it 
has to bear many responsibilities, not the 
least of which is ‘to cover with it an other- 
wise doubtful record of uselessness as a 
public servant and make it the “scapegoat” 
when a representative goes to the legislature 
and draws $4.00 per day of the people's 
money and has to return home with little 
or nothing accomplished. It is then so nice 
and convenient to be able to say: “Had it not 
been for prohibition agitation, étc., real help- 
ful legislation would have been enacted and 
great good to the state accomplished.” 

But you cannot fool all the people all the 
time, and herein lies the safety of the state 
and the people. 

The members of the legislature are elected 
by their constituency, it is true, but the state 
pays the freight (or their salary). There- 
fore, each representative in the house and 
senate is in the employ of.the state and is 
due to her the very best and most honest 
service of which they are capable. , 


State Should Come First. 


A representative has no moral'or legal 
right to favor or oppose a measure because 
it is to his advantage or disadvantage. His 
duty is to the state, and the state should 
always come first. 

I think the state of Georgia was “flim- 
flammed” by the last legislature, for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

We are now told by those claiming a 
majority in the house for prohibition that 
they intend to have the three measures en- 
acted into law at the extra session (and I 
hope they will) and that no compromise will 
be accepted either in the letter of the bills 
or the time they are to go into effect, and 
they say that they will first introduce the 
bills and allow them to be referred to the 
temperance committee, and if that commit- 
tee fails to act in three days, they will in- 
troduce the same bills again and again, and 
each time have them referred to some other 
committee until action is secured, and this 
they can do, but as a taxpayer paying a 
part of the cost of the last session at which 
so little was accomplished, I rise to inquire 
why, O, why, didn’t they think of all this last 
Summer and thus have given the state a 
prohibition law as well as other needed laws, 
such as state auditor, warehouse commis- 
sion, W. & A. commission, automobile law, 
etc., and thereby made .it entirely unneces- 
sary to have had an extra session. 

Now, I cannot believe that this majority 
has been sincere and faithful representatives 
of the interests of the: people and the state 
in view of what they failed to do at the 
regular session, for had they been, they 
would have allowed nothing to interfere 
with prohibition being put through just as 
they now tell us they are going to do it. 


Why Not Extreme Measures? 


I know that they put the blame on the 
speaker and the temperance committee, and 
yet I am advised that a majority of the 
committee were representatives from coun- 
ties strongly for prohibition, but I cannot see 
why this majority of 130, we are now told, 
couldn’t have used extreme measures to 
force action on the pfohibition question 
early in the session if they had really 
wanted something done. And because they 
failed to utilize the fifty days they had, 
which cost the people so much, I, for one, 
was not in favor of prohibition being in- 
cluded in the call for the extra session to 
be convened at a very inopportune time for 
the business men of the senate and house 
and at additional cost to the people, but 
thought it ought to go over until the next 
régular session. Then, too, I had an idea 
that the very same tactics would be employed 
at the extra session that were used at the 
regular session, but I’m glad to be assured 
that “new light” has dawned and in conse- 
quence the extra session will surely enact 
prohibition legislation and that in short 
order. So mote it be. 

I am in favor of strong prohibition legis- 
lation being enacted within ten days, but I 
do not think the laws enacted should be 
made effective until next summer, or not 
earlier than April or May, thus giving those 
owning property that will be affected by this 
legislation a square deal, which is ever the 
duty of the state. 

Had action been taken at the regular 
session, as I believe should have been done 
the law could have been put into effect by 
January 1, but now that there is no chance 
of enacting a law before the middle or latter 
part of November, and possibly December, it 
is only fair to allow about six months’ prepa- 
ratian for the change that will result. 


Compromise vs. Intolerance. 


A spirit of compromise is better than one 
of intolerant stubbornness where the rights 
of others are concerned, and I think this 
applies to the prohibition question in connec- 
tion with the time that the law, if passed, 
should become effective, and by being willin 
of the law  unti 
spring or summer, the opposition to prohi- 
bition will not have as much ground to stand 
on, and it will be easier to pass the needed 
legislation. 

Let me say further, that if the representa-

Editor Constitution: Liquor dies hard— 
but it dies. Its champions always fight to 
the last ditch. Verily, their enterprise and 
zeal are worthy a better cause. 

Now that Governor Harris has put pro- 
hibition in the call for the extra session of 
the legislature—obeying the will of the 
majority and the dictates of common fair- 
ness—it is the duty of every patriotic citi- 
zen to do everything possible to clear the 
track for the quickest possible accomplish- 
ment of the purposes for which the session 
is called. That is patriotism; and yet all 
sorts of plans are suggested by the still 
defiant minority to block prohibition legis- 
lation. The bills must be “less drastic” or 
the fight will be furious and indefinite, they 
say. They must be made effective April 1, 
or July 1, 1916, or January 1, 1917. Another 
Says, “Let’s have a state-wide vote.” And 
some prohibitionists honestly share this idea. 
But why this loss of time and all the de- 
bauchery that would come from such an 
unnecessary campaign? 

The liquor interests of America would 
pour a round million dollars into Georgia 
to try to pluck from the “dry” column the 
pioneer prohibition state of the south. We 
would win, of course, but slime and crime 


would mark the path of liquor leadership. | 
And what is a legislature for if it is not to. 


pass state-wide laws which affect the whole 
people? The prohibition legislators by a 
large majority were elected for the purpose 
of settling this matter, and they are deter- 
mined to redeem their pre-election pledges. 

“And last of all came Satan.” Another 
“wet” member proposes for progressive, pro- 
hibition Georgia the old South Carolina dis- 
pensary, whose long trail of graft, shame 
and disgrace caused it to be repudiated on 
September 14 by a majority of more than 
two to one—only two counties in the whole 
state voting to retain this devilish liquor 
device. 

Thus liquor dies hard in Georgia—but it 
dies. 

Everybody Knows Why. 

Everybody Knows what made this extra 
session necessary—the persistent thwarting 
of the will of the prohibition majority by the 
filibustering liquor minority. Soft terms may 
be chosen to describe the warring camps, 
but stripped of all extra verbiage, the defiant 
minority stands for liquor. “Keep liquor 
with us,’ they cry; “let the flow be uncon- 
fined.” The majority—that is, the rock- 
ribbed part of it that “busted” the liquor 
plans and adjourned the legislature—stands 
for wiping out beer saloons and liquor clubs 
and having real prohibition in Georgia. 

Who is it that would throw his own arms 
and the guardian arms of the law around 
these dens of drink and debauchery? 

Mark the words; whoever would protect 
these dirty darlings of “liberalism’’ does it 
for one of three reasons: “for the money 
that’s in it, the politics in it, or the liquor 
that’s in it.” They want to make money 
out of the business in some way, regardless 
of the downfall of those who are thus en- 
couraged to drink; they want the help of the 
liquor interests in politics; or they just 
naturally want to drink liquor. 


Time for Action—Dorris Indorsed. 


Those were strong words by Hon. W. H. 
Dorris, of Cordele, in his published interview 


tives in the last legislature really repre- 
sented the true views of their constituency, 
then there is not an overwhelming sentiment 
throughout the state for such drastic legis- 
lation as was proposed, else action favorable 
would have been taken, for whoever heard of 
a member of the Georgia legislature taking 
any chances on losing out with the voters at 
home. Evidently the people are indifferent 
to a larger extent than we have been told, 
or they would have demanded action by their 
representatives in the last house. 

I wish to add that if those who were ap- 
pointed or appointed themselves to look after 
the cause of prohibition during the regular 
session had been more tolerant and less ex- 
treme in their caustic criticisms of those 
who were members of the two houses and 
just as good prohibitionists as their critics, 
more might have been accomplished, for the 
average Georgian objects to dictation, no 
matter how large or how small the dictator. 

Now, let the prehibition majority prompt- 
ly pass the dry bills so that we will not have 
to stay in session until Christmas. And in 
this wav and in no other way can they prove 
their sincerity and good faith. The people 
are tired of “flim-flams.” 

I still believe that no prohibition law 
will ever be enforced as it ought to be until 
the people, the voters, have had an oppor- 
tunity to pass upon it at the polls. And if I 
wasn’t more of a prohibitionist than a poli- 
tician, I’d propose this as an amendment to 
any bill that may be offered for passage at 


the extra session.

MORGAN’S RETURN OF 
THE WASHINGTON WILL 


Editor Constitution: I am deeply inter- 
ested in the matter of the return of the 
Martha Washington will to the state of Vir- 
ginia by J. P. Morgan. - As an old confederate 
soldier, I took the liberty of writing to a 
friend of mine who is a business associate 
of Mr. Morgan, saying how deeply I, as a 
southerner, appreciate his generous thought- 
fulness, and asking permission to make some 
mention of the fact in the southern papers. 

It appears that during the war Lieutenant 
Colonel David Thomson, of the  Eighty- 
second Ohio regiment of infantry, was, in 
1862, stationed at Fairfax courthouse, Vir- 
ginia, and there he came into possession of 
this will of Martha Washington. His daugh- 
ter, Mary Epsy Thomson, of Minneapolis, 
Minn., disposed of it to the elder J. P. 
Morgan. The present J. P. Morgan relin- 
quishes all claim to this document, and ina 
letter to the presiding justice of the 
supreme court of Virginia, he says: 

“In view of your eminent position as pre- 
siding justice of the supreme court of Vir-o 
ginia and of the confidence and esteem in 
which you are justly held by that common- 
wealth, I hand vou herewith the original will 
of Martha Washington, with a request that 
it be disposed of by you in such way as will best 
meet the approval and gratify the sentiment 
of Governor Stuart and the people of Vir- 
ginia. If I might be allowed to offer a sug- 
gestion, it would be that because of my 
father’s well known interest in Mount Ver- 
non and of my own connection with it as a 
member of the advisory board of the Mount 
Vernon association, it seems to be pecu- 
liarly appropriate that a relic so closely as- 
sociated with Washington should be pre- 
served and available to the public at the 
Place especially consecrated to his personal 
memory. Should it become possible to carry 
out this idea, it would give me satisfaction 
to provide at Mount Vernon a suitable place 
for the safekeeping and preservation of this 
and other precious relics of the place.” 

As a confederate soldier, it is mv hope to 
see the wish which Mr. Morgan so delicately 
expresses carried out, and that he may be 
permitted to provide at Mount Vernon a 
suitable place for the safekeeping of all the 
precious relics associated with the memory 
of the greatest man that ever walked God's 
earth.

the other day, and they were as plucky as 
they were strong. What the stalwart rep- 
resentative from Crisp said in his interview 
was in fine keeping with his uncringing 
loyalty to the cause during the legislative 
battle.

We know we will drag down 
numberless politicians and stab the con- 
science of Georgia afresh—but we don't care 
a blankety-blank for all of these things. Let 
the youth of Georgia be damned—by drink— 
give us liquor and liquorized politics, or we 
die.” It is a favorite ruse of the liquor 
barons to catch “conservative” prohis in 
their trap of denouncing “a bunch of Atlanta 
fanatics.” This is cheap argument—it is 
none at all. Naturally, the brunt of the

Finally—and sadly—the strangest thing 
of the whole situation is this: Why should 
any senator or legislator declare himself 
in favor of real prohibition and then join 
with the liquor minority in trying to post- 
pone the operation of the coming laws for 
six months or a vear?: For whom do these 
“conservative” legislators express sympathy? 
For the law-breaking liquor sellers or the 
homes and the youth whom they have de- 
bauched so long? With whom do these leg- 
islators stand—-the beer saloons and liquor 
clubs that have so long blighted the repu- 
tation of prohibition Georgia, or the faithful 
defenders of sobriety and clean politics who 
have determined to endure no longer the 
deceptions of the liquor leaders? Why should 
these mills of crime grind on? The man who 
is their friend is not the friend of humanity. 

Too long we have temporized; too long 
we have postponed; too long we have feared 
being called ‘“drastic.”” Given an inch, the 
liquor forces have taken an el. Like the 
frozen snake, warmed into life by blind sym- 
pathy, they have turned upon the state that 
trusted them and struck their poison and 
their debauchery into the very heart of her 
laws and her reputation. In the words of 
the brilliant Carmack, “These saloons have 
sinned away their day of grace—if they 
ever had any.” They have brought destruc- 
tion upon themselves. There is only one 
thing left for them in Georgia and every- 
where—immediate, complete and everlasting 
prohibition.

It works through- 
out the retailers, wholesalers and on 
up to the mill agent. It is said that 
a real estate salesman, after closing a 
deal with one of his customers, will 
often get another party to go around 
and ask his customer if he will take 
a thousand dollars’ profit on his trade. 
This is done fust to make the customer 


' feel good and satisfied. 


“It was important, however, this sea- 
son to cover for 1916 in our line dur- 
ing August. I suppose all good buyers 
did this. Certainly we did not wait 
until we got to New York, or anywhere 
else. The conditions are just. this: 
Twelve and one-half cent cotton makes 
18 1-2 cent merchandise, and if a buyer 
provided before October 1, he jis happy 
and should get his profit. The planter 
and producer is making just as big a 
profit, as his crop did not cost him 
nearly as much this year as usual, and 
it looked like 9-or 9 1-2, and certainly 
10 cents would have been a satisfactory 
price for cotton. Instead, he is getting 
around 12 1-2 for cotton and $50 per 
ton for seed. The converters and print- 
ers hardly know where they stand. One 
large printing concern told their sales- 
men to sell short, as the only obstacle 
they expected the next season would be 
the dyg situation. They thought the 
country was full of cotton and they 
could buy at most any price. When they 
awoke, cotton had jumped about three 
cents above their expectations and they 
had to get busy.

At the meeting of the Tennessee 
Pharmaceutical association recently 
held at Monteagle, Tenn., a very hand- 
some prize was awarded Edward V. 
Sheely, a successful druggist of Mem- 
phis, upon a paper he read in answer 
to a query, “What Information Can a 
Pharmacist Gain from Traveling Sales- 
men?” The paper has as much inter- 
est for cigar salesmen as for any sales- 
men. 

To meet Mr. Sheely would be suffi- 
cient explanation for his paper.

“If | were called upon to give up 
almost anything in the store or be 
deprived of the calls, or let me say 
visits, of the traveling salesmen, for I 
try and treat them as my guests, I 
would say take it, but do not deprive 
me of the pleasure of the visits of the 
traveling salesmen. To me the travel- 
ing salesman is a veritable edition-de- 
luxe of an up-to-date encyclopedia of 
informiation. They seem to have the 
happy faculty of injecting the vim and 
horseradish into ug at the time that 
we feel like giving up, and in the 
proper doses. 

“The two valuable assets any mer- 
chant can have is his credit, and (next 
to that) his popularity with the travel- 
ing salesmen. His credit is controlled 
very largely on the impression that 
he makes on the traveling salesmen, 
for it is he who watches with jealous 
care the strong box of his firm, well 
knowing if he selJs a ‘dead one’ it will 
reflect very largely upon him. The 
druggists’ popularity with the travel- 
ing salesmen also means this: If the 
traveling salesmen ever gets a good 
thing, and he always does, who doés he 
call on first, assuming your credit is 
good? You. Now, don't get this class 
of men confused with the orfe-trip man, 
for he is in a different class. I am 
talking about the standardized travel- 
ing salesman, the man who makes the 
selling of merchandise a profession, 
Similar to the standardized drugs we 
are using and the public are demand- 
ing. . The up-to-date houses of today 
using traveling salesmen to introduce 
their goods, first satisfy themselves 
that the goods are right, well know- 
ing that the traveling man can sell 
them.

Suy’ and know it ail, 
one of these gry Salesmen calls 
to see you, try treating him as your 

uest, and I think you will no doubt 
earn a useful lesson that you can ap- 
ply to your every day attempts at sales- 
manship. Watch the ten different 
angles of approach the next ten men 
try on you, selling you something that 
you had made up your mind you did 
not want, but if the article is right you 
will buy it at least half of the times. 
You had better make a friend out of 
him by treating him right. He is here 
to stay, and I always feel as though 
the day is not complete if I ago not 
come in contact with a traveling sales- 
man.’-—Tobacco Leaf.

WEARING A SMILE 
THAT WON'T COME OFF 


Chairman Andrews, of T. P. A., 
Writes of Cotton and 
Good Times. 
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Editor Firing Line: As chairman of 
the press committee of the Georgia di- 
vision of the Travelers’ Protective as- 
sociation, I only attempt to tax the 
space of your valuable department in 
such matters as I think may be of 
special interest to the manufacturers 
and wholesale dealers in this state, 
and incidentally, any other state. This 
necessarily includes all of the travelin 
men representing this vast interest o 
this state and nation, and you will par- 
don the suggestion that if all of the 
topics and suggestions made by this 
chairman should be rewarded with re- 
sults of the position advocated after 
the allies had placed raw cotton on the 
list of absolute contraband, that it was 
the duty of this government to vallor- 
ize the cotton crop and fix a price on 
all export cotton at not less than 126 
nor over 15c per pound. Of course, 
ap 4 letter had nothing to do with the 
advance, but the minimum price named 
is here alright. 

Another position taken by this chair- 
man soon after Woodrow Wilson wags 
inaugurated as president, and which 
was submitted in writing to the secre- 
tary of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce, and which he in turn advised me 
would be submitted to our representa- 
tives in congress, was the feasibility 
and the practicability of making the 
Chattahoochee river navigable to At- 
lanta by a system of locks, such as are 
used in all canals. I have never had 
reason to change my views on this sub- 
ject, and 1 am gratified to see that the 
matter is now being promulgated by 
competent government engineers, as 
being, what I claimed in the beginnivg, 
as practicable and feasible. Of course 
Iam not an engineer, but I simply un- 
dertook to apply common sense to this 
proposition, and realizing that the 
opening of the Panama canal, and the 
ability to extend deep water naviga- 
tion into the interior of the southeast 
300 miles from the nearest port, would 
do more than stimulate development 
and activity in a commercial way, by 
utilizing the natural facilities that na- 
ture has placed at our door, wodld be 
one of the greatest and at the same 
time a permanent benefit to the entire 
southeast, and while the democratic 
ondg ! is in power, following right on 
the heels of the opening of the Pana- 
ma canal, seems to be the logical time 
to start the development of this neces- 
Sary and natural means for the great- 
est commmercial and manufacturing 
advancement tiuat ever could be under- 
taken in thé southeast, and hence my 
suggestion to the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce referred to.

few years.

and cannot. Times are brighter, let’s relieve our federation of the handicap 
it labors under by creating an endowment that will send workers and leaders 
where they are needed, provide literature and libraries that will carry infor- 
mation to every woman, and enable us to compensate, somewhat, our un- 


selfish officers.

STATE CANNING CLUB 
GIRLS HOLD CONTEST 


Rules for Contest to Be Held 
at Macon Fair Are 
Announced. 


The Canning club girls have gone in 
for business. That this fact is appre- | 
ciated is evidenced by the place they 
now occupy in state and national af- 
fairs. 

The rules governing the State Can- 
ning club contest at the Macon fair, 
October 26, state that every county 
contesting must furnish a county 
agent’s report containing summary of 
the year’s work, written upon a blank 
furnished by the state agent, together 
with the ten best record-books and 
ten best note-books of club members, 
and an exhibit consisting of twelve jars 
and twelve tins. The tins should con- 
sist of six cans of tomatoes and six 
cans of string beans, and must be do- 
nated by the clubs of the county for 
an insurance fund against breakage. 
The specimens in glass will be sold or 
returned, as desired, by the county. 
The county exhibit may contain any 
varieties in individual exhibits or may 
in addition include peach pickle, straw- 
berry preserves, watermelon rind 
pickle, grape juice, baby ‘beets and cu- 
cumber pickles, the chief considera- 
tion to be quality and selection of mar- 
ketable varieties. 

First prize, for counties, $50; second 
$40: third, $35; fourth, $25. 

Individual Entries. | 

Each club member contesting for any 
of these prizes must have cultivated a 
tenth-acre in vegetables under the 
joint direction of the State College of 
Agriculture and the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, and must sub- 
mit at the state fair a daily record- 
book, a booklet containing history of 
her work, together with an exhibit in 
one of the classes. 

Only one girl from any county will 
be allowed to enter any class. No girl 
may enter for more than one prize. The 
exact number and kind of specimens 
required must be exhibited by every 
contestant. Each specimen must have 
441 Brand label on it bearing name and 
address of packer. Each contestant is 
required to follow the recipes given in 
bulletin of the State College of Agri- 
culture, and to have products of unl- 
formly high quality and eatable value.

On the other hand, if you decide on a 
business or professional career and feel 


~ou are going to make good, go ahead 


with as much courage and confidence 
as the best general would show on 
the eve of fighting a great battle. 
Do not let family pride nor discour- 
agement deter you from your under- 
taking. If you hear some member of 
your family say ig an apologetic man- 


ner, “she is the first member of our 


family to earn her own living,” explain 
that the family should be proud that 
they have one woman who has the 
courage to want to do something. 
Courage and enthusiasm will goa long 
way in helping you on whatever line of 
work you undertake, but it is only a 
part of the problem. You must have 
some talent or ability for work to get 
the most of it for yourself and others. 
Interest is one of the easiest ways of 
making sure you have some taste for 
a certain kind of work, because if you 
are greatly interested in your work 
you cannot make a complete failure 
of it. 

Another point for you to consider 
well are the questions of training and 
remuneration. I am using the word 
training in a broad and inclusive way. 
It may mean the experience you will 
get in some school of specialization or 
by serving a long, hard apprenticeship 
with small remuneration. If you can- 
not afford to work hard and long with 
little remuneration select some kind of 
work, at least for the time being, that 
requires less experience. 

Before deciding fixed and fast on 
your calling try and find out how 
crowded the field is. It is only natural 
to presuppose that a line of ‘work that 
has not been worked to death is better 
than one that has. If you feel that 
you have plenty of originality try and 
find some work where your individu- 
ality can bé shown, because originality 
is a large part of ability.

Lusty Though Their Appetites May 
Be, Your Children Must Be Given 
Well Prepared and Balanced Diet 


DELIA AUSTRIAN. 

OST mothers and housekeepers 

should give much more time than 

they do to the study of what 
is the right food for their children. It 
is a foregone conclusion that the young 
child needs plenty of pure, rich milk, 
but the time comes when milk should 
be supplemented by other food. Many 
mothers err in one of two directions, 
either in depriving their children of 
simple nourishing food which is so 
necessary to the building up of nerves 
and muscle, or in overfeeding their 
youngsters. 

When your child reaches the age of 
15 months it is extremely important 
that she has three godd meals a day. 
Of course, I know there are those that 
recommend four or five smaller meals. 
The weakness of this argument is that 
the stomach and its nerves have not 
sufficient time to digest the food and 
rest between times. 


Child’s Chief Meal. 


Breakfast may be served at 8 o’clock. 
It may include stewed fruit or orange 
juice, cereal, crisp bacon, bread and 
butter and milk or weak cocoa. 

Your child should have her chief 
meal between 12 and 1. This should 
include a meat or vegetable soup, a 
small amount of meat, baked or 
mashed potatoes, two vegetables, and 
a dessert. 

If your little girl eats a hearty mid- 
day meal she should not have an aft- 
ernoon luncheon. Otherwise she may 
have some crackers and milk at 3. Her 
supper should be served between 6 and 
7. It may include bread and milk, 
a cereal, and some light food. A lead- 
ing physician gives this menu as an 
example of what a menu for a child of 
15 months to 2% years should be:

HE question of chairs comes to 

us all, and with so many styles 

from which to choose it is no 
wonder that the novice becomes con- 
fused. There are so many uncomfort- 
able ones, too low, too high, too nar- 
row or too wide, that the very best 
way to make a selection is to person- 
ally try them. 

Much depends upon where and when 
the chair is to be used, but today I 
am picturing to you standard types 
on which you can make no mis.ake 
and which you may hand down to the 
children as heirlooms. Any one of 
“Windsors” will be good as long as 
they last; those having a panel down 
the back show the Chippendale influ- 
ence. They may be ordered in any 
desired finish and will go nicely in a 
dining-room or as odd pieces in living 
or bedrooms, library or den. 

Then there.are the ever popular 
Chippendales, that splendid maker 
who flourished between 1740 and 1780, 
leaving a wonderful legacy in his 
chairs, sideboards and tables. All 
chairs of that period having the dis- 
tinctive panel or splat down the middle 
of the back are known as “Chippen- 
dales.”” They give character to any 
room and are made in reproductions 
with high or low backs as best fits the 
room in which they are to be used. 

A fireside or wing chair is naturally 
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associated with the living-room, with 
its big open fireplace. It may be cov- 
ered with denim or cretonne or in the 
more expensive plain or striped velour. 
The ordinary chair of this design re- 
quires seven yards of material thirty- 
two inches wide. 

For bedroom, porch or hall a New 
England slat-backed chair is excellent. 
It may be painted, stenciled or left 
plain. The seat is of hand-woven rush 
or reed. Rockers to match in this or 
the Windsor are equally good and very 
comfortable. To nitingle in a friendly 
fashion with any of these chairs get 
one or two of wicker or willow, or per- 
haps rattan. 

These, with gay or plain cushions, 
will add comfort and variety. There is 
no space to tell of couches, but those 
with striped coverings are delightful. 
Willow ones are good and many still 
prefer the old overstuffed couch piled 
with usable pillows, placed by the fire 
or beside the table reading lamp.

Give Babies Bacon. 


A well-known physician recommends 
the sucking of bacon for babies when 
they are only able to suck it and are 
too young to chew it.

On the other hand, when he is face 
to face with a puny-looking baby and 
tells the mother: and milk, 
please, for your little one.”

substances as sugar, which serve only as 
fuel. 

Two and a half quarts of skim milk con- 
tain almost as much protein and yield about 
the same amount of energy as a pound of 
round of beef.

Gasoline Excavator Does the Work 
of Fifty Men 


NEW piece of machinery available for 
A... farmer or the contractor has made 
its appearance in the shape of a device for 
excavating cellars, digging ditches or load- 
ing wagons and.carts with material from 
the ground level or below it. It consists of 
a nine horse power gasoline engine mounted 
on a frame and capable of being moved 
from point to point.

BSERVATIONS on plant’ variation 

from poisoning of seeds have been re- 
ported in France by Professor A. Jungel- 
son. After being placed for one to twenty- 
four hours in a dilute solution of sulphate 
of copper seeds of maize were planted, and 
a considerable proportion yielded abnormal] 
spikes, the percentage of the abnormal 
plants being greatest among those from 
seeds tHat had been deprived of their seed 
coat or otherwise mutilated before expo- 
sure to the copper solution. 

The mutilation alone produced no 
change in the character of the plants. The 
more intimate the contact of the poison the 
greater was the tendency of the plant to 
take on new forms.

FEDERALISTS. 
R. ADAMS spoke the real prefer- 
M ences of the rank and file of the 
federalist party itself—the very 
party which, until that day of breach, 
Mr. Hamilton had led with an almost 
undisputed supremacy. . 

It had doubted and been vaguely un- 
easy even while it obeyed. Hamilton 
once out of command and its opinions 
freed from his masterful domination, 
its ideals in affairs showed no radical 
difference from those of the opponents 


Federalist voters were not infatuated 
with the French, as the men of the 
democratic clubs had been they did not 
dread, as Mr. Jefferson did, the conver- 
sion of the government of the United 
States under their leaders into a cen- 
tralized tyranny by the mere process of 
using the powers of congress and the 
president with vigor and courage and 
a touch of constructive statesmanship; 
they relished predominance of men 
who had the temper to rule; but for the 
rest they were not of Mr. Hamilton’s 
making. 

They thought first of America in their 
hopes for the future and their plans for 
the present, dreaded democracy as little 
as they dreaded the tyranny of consti- 
tutional presidents, were heartily for 
such measures and a free hand for its 
affairs, thought more of their own in- 
terests than of handsome or seemly al- 
liances abroad, accepted democracy 
without gsqueamishuess, and were ro- 


bust believers in the happy destiny of 
their institutions. 

Mr. Adams was much nearer their 
spirit and temper than Mr. Hamilton 
and the group of masterful men whom 
he led; and his breach with Mr. Hamil- 
ton cut to the roots of the party itself. 

By the time another presidential 
election approached (1800) personal 
rivalries and antagonisms had robbed 
the party of coherence and leadership; 
it had lost its sense of unity: many 
who had voted with it felt their sym- 
pathies transferred to the other side, 
and the elections brought it humiliat- 
ing defeat. 

Mr. Adams was personally popular 
enough, commended by his sturdy char- 
acter, his manifest good faith and inde- 
pendence, his frankness and courage: 
but the section of his own party with 
which he had avowed himself out of 
sympathy was not:loyal to him. 

Hamilton publicly argued that he 
was unfit for the office he held, egotis- 
tical, jealous, indiscrept, and of un- 
sound views in matters of administra- 
tion; Mr. Jefferson had at last impart- 
ed compactness and self-reliant vigor 
to the democratic republican ranks 
which he led, and Mr. Adams failed of 
re-election. |

From the stories which the 
whirlwind of speculation is blow- 
ing around brokers’ offices it 
' would seem a simple matter to 
find the rainbow’s end and pick up a pot of gold. 

Profits of fifteen, thirty, fifty or a hundred thou- 
sand dollars have been made on the purchase of a 
small lot of Bethlehem Steel, General Motors or any 
one of a number of other stocks which have advanced 
anvwhere from fifty to five hundred points. 

Brokers’ hooks show an aggregate of these small

winnings amounting to millions of dollars. 

Will these “paper profits” be converted info more 
substantial forms of wealth or be dissipated in a 
frenzied effort to acquire additional winnings? 'That’s 
the question professional speculators are asking, but 
the public has no time to parley with professional 
speculators. While old time operators in Wall street 
have been standing on the side lines shaking their 
heads disparagingly the public has taken the market 


by storm. 


Buy! Buy! Buy! 

What is the use of wasting time talking when 
there is money to be had by action? 

Buy! Buy! Buy! The profits will take care of 
themselves. 

Such is the stock 
the country. Nothing like it has witnessed 
etnce the great bull market which marked the “trust 
formation” period, about fifteen vears ago.

mantel in the old homestead. They are too impa- 
tient to wait for the board ‘‘marker.” With heads 
close together they are pent low over the mysterious 
little piece of mechanism which has such power to 
fascinate’ and rob people of their common sense. 
Every now and then a trader who has put in an or- 
der to buy or sell a certain stock almost tears the 
tape out of the ticker in his eagerness to learn how 
the market is going. 

A study of the faces of those who throng the cus- 
tomers’ rooms of the brokerage firms these days 
shows plainly enough that the public is in the market. 
Slouch hats and clothes cut by tailors who make no 
pretence of keeping up with the latest Fifth avenue 
styles reveals the presence of the “outsider.” But 
these outsiders are not to be judged financially by 
their appearances, because most of them have picked 
up a small fortune in “war stocks” and have come 
to New York “just to see how things are moving in 
Wall street.”’ 


Activity of the Curb Market. 


All that is necessary to convince them that things 
are moving is a trip down Broad street to where the 
“curb market” holds forth. Several of the stocks 
which have advanced most conspicuously in the pres- 
ent wave of speculation are only traded in on the 
“curb,” and for weeks the <urb brokers have been 
fairly swamped with business. 

The “curb” embodies the spirit of reckless specu- 
lations. When one pauses to watch the wildly ges- 
ticulating crowd of men who each day gather in one 
of New York’s principal streets, blockin® traffic and 
rending the atmosphere with their deafening clamor, 
one of the first thoughts that comes to mind is that 
here restrictions are few and opportunities many.

On the New York Stock Exchange proper the re- 
sult of the war stock craze has been to swell the 
volume of business until “million share” sessions 
have become ccmmon. The work ef clearing trades 
has been made more difficult by the fact that most 
of the orders are for small amounts of stock. Clerks 
employed by scores of the large private wire con- 
cerns have been forced to work in relays throughout 
the night in order to get trades in shape to clear the 
next day. 3 

And a year ago Wall street was the most desolate 
spot in the country. The Stock Exchange was 
closed, the “curb market” was out of existence, 


hundreds of clerks were without employment and 


brokers generally were struggling under the burden 
of meeting expenses without any income. 

The wonderful change now observable in that 
quarter is largely due to the big commissions the 


public-is paying for the privilege of trading in 
“war stocks.” 


The Public Pays Well for Privilege. 


The public pays well for the privilege of trading fn 
“war stocks,” and the harvest of commissions which 
the brokers are now gathering will more than com- 
pensate for the unusually lean business last year. 
Already those employed in the financial district see 
visions ,of well filled Christmas boxes. “rokers are 
becoming mere generous with their tips. The husky 
individual who acts as “official” street cleaner for 
the “curb” brokers sings while he sweeps. 

Brokers, well aware that the price structure that 
has been reared to such towering heights in the 
course of the present excitement might comé crash- 
ing down at most any moment (it trembled violently 
when the news of the sinking of the Lusitania was 
received), have taken precautions to protect them- 
selves by calling upon their customers for margins 
running up to as high as fifty per cent of the market 
value of certain of the more inflated stocks, while 
some issues are no longer bought on margins but 
must be purchased outright. This policy makes it 
harder for the small trader to get into the market, 
lessens the opportunity for the messenger boy to 
puy a few shares and make a small fortune, but has 
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been without apypteciable effect in restraining the 
activity of the market. 

“How do you account for this remarkable out- 
burst of speculative activity?’ a leading broker was 
asked. 

“Nerve and money—that’s all there is to It. 
tremendous balance of trade in favor of this coun- 
try has brought so much money,into the country 
from abroad that the people don’t know what to do 
with it. The banks all over the country are full of 
money, and while the bankers, as well as every con- 
servative broker in the street, have been trying to re- 
strain recklessness, it is nevertheless true that the 
present situation is one bordering on a riot of specu- 
lation, inflation and -exploitation. 

“The stocks of these concerns which have been 
getting the huge orders for war supplies, as might 
be expected, have appealed to the popular imagina- 
tion as attractive investments, and the public has 
bought with a confidence unbounded, and seemingly 
justified by the enormous profits which have piled 
up on such purchases. There are plenty of buyers 


now for any stock that promises a quick rise whether

of three ways. The visualists interpret 
plays according to what may be seen; 
others by what they hear. Then come the 
motiles, who are developing with the rag- 
time emotion. 

Beyond these senses there is another, 
which is hard to define, but which mani- 
fests itself in hypnotism and in mental 
telepathy. The possibility of one mind 
sending thought waves might seem ridicu- 
lous to the skeptical mind if it were not 
that the wireless in calm weather and in 
tempestuous seas can flash messages from 
one end of the world to the other. 

It was quite accidentally that I became 
interested in this subject of telepathy. There 
were few such past masters of thought 
readers and hypnotic subjects as was Pro- 
fessor Bishop. There was no fake to the 
man. He was a neurotic and succeeded 
in getting these wonderful demonstrations 
by relaxing his whole being to a point 
where his mind became a sensitive plate.

and in this way drove a team of horses 
through crowded streets way out into the 
country. He stopped at a farmhouse. He 
climbed up a ladder, leading one of the 
men with him. He found the needle hid 
in the haystack with little difficulty. 

This demonstration was made at a ter- 
rible price. He went into a cataleptic fit 
and it required two doctors’ skill to bring 
him out of this neurotic condition. During 
this spell he described the many difficul- 
ties he encountered in going through the 
streets. Other investigations, made by such 
scientific men as Hudson, James and Lodge, 
show that there are many wonderful dem- 
onstrations that are real and legitimate. 

A simpler demonstration of telepathy 
was when I was rehearsing a play for 
Maurice Barrymore. Lionel was one of 
the company and he was much in love with 
one of the young women. He was ex- 
tremely depressed because she payed little 
attention to his flattery. One morning I 
suggested that we send a thought message 
which would bring her to the telephone. 
We sent her the message, but with little 
effect. The same evening we sent her an- 
other thought message and she came to 
the phone as we wished her to. When we 
asked her why she had not responded that 
morning she said that she had started, but 
we had not concentrated hard enough and 
she thought she only fancied somebody 
wanted to speak to her at the telephone. 

I have studied the subject of hypnotism 


carefully at an institute which is situated 
on the Hudson. On one occasion I saw 
two patients hypnotized—a man and 
woman. They sniffed cayenne pepper, 
imagining they were smelling perfume, and 
sneezed when they were given sugar. 

When I stepped between the subjects 
they descrjbed this interference as a gray 
cloud. Then I thought of my wife, and 
this thought was described as a golden 
cloud. I thought of a man for whom I did 
not care, and the patient Cescribed it as 
a red cloud. 

A minister took the attitude of prayer 
it a conventional way, without much 
thought, and they described this as a 
muggy cloud. He then commenced to pray 
in earnest, and they said that the cloud had 
changed to a beautiful golden tone. These 
demonstrations were made in the presence 
of lawyers, doctors and artists. 

Some of the scientists explain hypnotism 
and thought transference to the aura, or 
golden light, which surrounds the human 
body. I have seen the aura, or golden 
light, which envelopes every human figure. 
Before being able to see this light I had to 
look through blue glasses to get the eyes 
accustomed to another kind of light. It 
surrounded the figure like a beautiful 
fringe. At times it shot out as far as four- 
teen inches. The light from this body shot 
toward mine, and my aura went to hers. 

The secret of these scientific demonstra- 
tions {is revtaxattion.

“I seemed to make quite an impression 
on Chief Laduna and can become one of 
his wives if ever I decide to settle down in 
Africa.

rural spaces of the new federal Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


4th of March, having no stomach to 
wait and see Mr. Jefferson .take the 
presidency. 

The new president, accompanied by 
a few friends, and escorted by a com- 
pany of Virginian artillery, as guard 
ef honor, walked quietly from his 
boarding house to the capitol; there 
took the oath of office and read his 
address to the people; and a new 
regime was inaugurated. 


The removal had been effected itn the 
summer of 1800, during the closing 
months of Mr. Adams’ administration, 
and had suitably marked the extent of 
the federalists, the party whose rule 
had been planned to draw about the 
federal government the support of the 
merchants, the bankers, the property 
owners, the chief men of means and in- 
fluence in society and affairs, the men 
of the centers of trade, whose inter- 
ests were larger than those of any 
single state or neighborhood. 

An extensive city, to be called “Wash- 
ington” had been plotted in the fields 
and woodlands which lay upon the 
northeastern bank of the Potomac, on 
the portion of land which Maryland 
had ceded for a federal district. 

The building of an official residence 
for the president had been begun in 
792, and the cornerstone of a capital 
building had been laid by General 
Washington in September, 1783. 

Some quarters for the executive de- 
artments had been erected; a few 
ouses had been built here and there 
at long intervals upon the proreree 
streets of the new city, and gpecuiators 
had bought land there in expectation 
of high prices to come. 

But only one wing of the capitol was 
completed when the government was at 
last actually transferred. The con- 


The president's residence was the 
only dwelling of any pretensions ready 
for occupancy. 

The streets of the quiet place ran 
through bits of forest, like avenues in 
a wild and wooded. park, or were lost 
in open fields, where there was neither 
fence nor dwelling. 

There were not houses enough in all 
the spreading plot of projected ave- 
nues and squares to furnish members 
lodging during the sessions of the con- 
gress. Some had to make their way as 
best they could over several miles of 
soft and miry road to find Quarcere. 

The stately proportions of the white 
house and of the rising capitol looked 
strangely enough in such a place. 

Life there was a sad exchange for 
the comforts and the social stir and 
brightness of Philadelphia, and govern- 
ment could not seem there the hand- 
some thing of etiquette and dignity 
and formal show of authority that the 
federalists had made it appear in a 
city.

the future in the act. 

A noteworthy and momentous thing 
stood revealed in the simple ceremony. 
The democratic forces which had s¢t 
the revolution ablaze, and which had 
operated through seven years of war 
and reconstruction to work a radical 
change in the temper and practice of 
the whole country in public affaira, 
now once again reasserted themselves 
and took possession of the seats of 
government, 

They had been temporarily discredit- 
ed during the troubled years when the 
confederation was the makeshift gov- 
ernment of the country-—discredited by 
the jealousies, the riotous disorders, the 
gross turbulence and distempers of the 
time. 

The new union had been formed and 
the new constitution framed to check 
and govern them,

der and self-restraint, and make solid 
once more the foundations of authority. 
Democrats had spent their lungs, the 
while, in the cries of the ench revo- 
lution and in passionate outbursts 
against Englan@ and against all who 
parleyed with her. 
hey had seen no vision of national 
duty, no workable creed until the alien 
and sedition laws were passed, and 
the sedition law enforced against edi- 
tor and pamphleteer. Then they had 
had sight at last of the constitutional 
principles and the domestic policy for 
which they must fight. 
Mr. Jefferson and Mr. Madison had 
cleared their thought with the strong 
sentences of the entucky and Vir- 
ginia resolutions—no program, but a 
warning cry which no man falled to 
hear or to understand: and the election 
of 1800 disclosed, behind Mr. Jefferson, 
no longer a body of agitators merely, 
but a national party, ready to play the 
sober role of administering a govern- 
ment.

“To preserve the peace of our fellow- 
citizens, promote their prosperity and 
happiness, reunite opinion, cultivate a 
spirit of candor, moderation, charity, 
and forbearance toward one another,” 
are “objects calling for the efforts and 
sacrifices of every good man and pa- 
triot.” 

“Let us unite with one mind,” he 
urged, in tones so quiet, so sweet and 
sincere of accent as to calm every mind 
they touched; “let us restore to sucial 
intercourse that harmony and affection 
without which liberty and even life it- 
self are but dreary things. And'let us 
reflect that having banished from our 
land that religious intolerance under 
which mankind so long bled and suffer- 
ed, we have yet gained little if we 
countenance a political intolerance as 
despotic, as wicked, and capable of as 
bitter and bloody persecutions.” 

And what he did soon gave excellent 
proof of his sincerity. 

Mr. Jefferson was an interesting mix- 
ture of democrat, philosopher, and patri- 
Cian. In taste and occupation and habit 
he touched and was familiar with the 
life of the cultured and moneyed 
classes, the aristocracy of the young 
nation which constituted the federalist 
strength. In creed and principle he was 
the comrade and work-fellow of the 
people. 

By gift of insight and genius for 
organization he was a leader of parties 
and of concerted action in affairs. An 
infinite sensibility taught him modera- 
tion, lent him tact, pointed out to him 
oD parade cain: courses of popular sup- 

Ort. 

His personal charm, his high breeding 
without arrogance or pretence, cave 
him hold upon every one with whom 
he came in contact. 

No other man could have so moder- 
ated, or #0 completed, a revolution in 
the spirit and conduct of the govern- 
ment.

Undoubtedly the chief merchants, the 
chief men of means and of responsible 
the chief men of parts and 
learning and social influence in the 
country were federalists. 
= They looked upon Mr. Jefferson as 

an atheist in religion and a fanatie 
in politics,” and they dreaded the direct 
thrusts of democracy at the careful sys- 
tem they had reared, as likely to be 
little less than the throwing down of 
the very props of society itself.
